The enormous demands 
of the fighting forces, however, leave 
no cause for optimism among civil- 
jan: motorists who must face the 
grim fact that the tires now on their 
cars probably must Serve for three 
to five years. 

It is pointed out that synthetic 
rubbers are not, strictly. speaking, 
rubber at all, but are “soft plastics“. 
The chief problems in the conversion 
from natural to Synthetic rubber 
were met in the making of large-size 
tires, Synthetics were successfully 
used in. small-size tires from the be- 
ginning, but as the size of the tire 
increaged the difficulties also were 
greater, A larger percentage of 
natural rubber was required in the 
large tires used on British and Cana- 
dian army vehicles than on the smal- 
ler dual rear tites used by the United 
States army, 

The use of natural rubber with 
synthetic is an intricate matter and 
the natural rubber has to be put, 
with economy always the watchword, 
in those places “where its special 
qualities will do most good, The sub- 
stitution of rayon cord for cotton 
helped overcome the effect of heat, 
chief enemy of the heavy duty tire.

The fence surrounding the camp 
consisted of two rows of posts 
twelve feet high, strung with barbed 
wire which on the top jutted out to 
form a horizontal screen. Between 
the two rows there was a two-yard 
space in which a third row of wire 
was strung diagonally from the top 
of the first row to the bottom of the 
other, The wires were fitted with in- 
sulators and carried a current power- 
ful enough to kill, There were four- 
teen-foot high machine gun turrets,

rue Gassing Chambers 


When the Red Army reached 
Lublip in August 1944 it found only 
a few hundred Russians in the “death 
factory.” The Germans had managed 
to evacuate 17,000 other prisoners, 
whom they had not yet had time to 
annihilate, The existing records, 
which the Germans failed to destroy, 
showed several hundred thousand 
men, women and children had enter- 


ed the camp in the three years of its 


existence. ‘ashes now cover the 
cabbage fields near Lublin. 

Prominent guests from Berlin were 
present at the inauguration of the 
camp's technique in March, 1943. The 
“program” consisted of gassing and 
burning 8,000 Cracow Jews, The 
guests, both officers and civilians, 
expressed satisfaction with the re- 
sults. 

The process was efficient, The vie- 
tims were brought into a large hall, 
which was arranged so as to give 
the impression it was the ante 
chamber of a bathing establishment, 
and informed that disinfection and a 
bath were being given. They there- 
fore undressed, 

To complete the fiction that they 
were going to bathe; each person re- 
ceived a towel and a small piece of 
soap issued by two men clad in white 
coats, 

From the reception hall a door and 
a few steps led down into the long

The Burning 


When the Russians reached Lublin 
and examined the “death factory,” 
they found that in the few hours be- 
tween the time the news was re- 
ceived that the Red Army had brok- 
en through and the time Russian 
troops arrived, the German personnel 
had tried to obliterate the camp. 
However, they were unable to blow 
up the crematorium, though they 
had set fire to some auxiliary build- 
ings, Nevertheless, much evidence re- 
mained of how the plant operated, 

The crematorium was a large rec- 
tangular building, built of resistant 
ftrebrick. It contained five brick 
furnaces arranged oné alongside the 
other, with round iron doors. Each 
furnage was built to accommodate six 
bodies. If the six bodies would not 
fit, the operators hacked off the 
protruding parts, ‘ 

Originally, each furnace incinerated 
a corpse in 45 minutes, but gradually 
by raising the temperature in the 
furnaces the Germans doubled the 
handling capacity; instead of 45 
minutes they took. 25 and even less. 
Coal was used as fuel and electric 
motors supplied the draft.
